Commercial Banks Face 
Reserve -Requirements

The monetary managers and 
commercial banks are at odds 
on the question of establishing 
2 reserve requirement system 
as a money and credit controi 
mechanism alongside of the 
other two methods; namely 
official discount rate changes 
and market operations. 

Opinion seems to differ not 
enly on the need for it but on 
the substance and timing as 
well. : 

Started as a system to pro- 
tect depositors, the reserve 
requirement system now refers 
o a credit control mechanism 
under which commercial banks 
are required to place with the 
central bank, cash deposits of 
a certain percentage of their 
total deposits. By lowering or 
raising this percentage, the 
central bank is able to regulate 
the credit and money supply. 

Bank of Japan’s View 


The Bank of Japan is most 
strongly in favor of ‘the reserve 


requirement system thereby 
completing the tripod of cen- 
tral bank monetary control 


mechanisms. The Finance Min- 
istry is  neutral-to-favorable, 
whereas the commercial banks 
are dead set against it. 

The matter is row undergo 
ing. careful ._and_ thorough 
analysis by the Financial Sys- 
tem Research Committee, a 
Finance Ministry advisory 
organ. 

Proponents of the system 
base their stand on the follow- 
ing points: . 

1. Nearly all advanced na- 
tions have it alongside of the 
discount rate and open market 
operations systems. 

2. Reserve requirement 
changes will be more effective 
where discount: rate changes 
are not so effective or not ap- 
When the official 
discount rate has already been 
set relatively high, when moral 
and .imposition' of 
penalty rates prove ineffective, 
and when banks can turn to 
the short-term money market 
or apply for discounts against 
reserves of the Central Coop- 
erative Bank of Agriculture 
and Forestry, reliance on 
changes in reserve’ require- 
ments becomes necessary in 
order to regulate money and 
credit supply. 

3. A full-fledged open mar- 
ket operations system is not 
yet in effect. That is, the Gov- 
ernment bills market is not yet 
Open but limited, rates are fixed 
low and the bills are not 
bought and sold by biddings. 

4. The system should be 
established from the Mhational 
economic and financial stand 
point and not merely from its 
effects on bank management.

India Seeks 
Japan’s Aid 
In Industry 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 3 (Kyodo) 
—The Indian Government is 
earnestly seeking Japans Co- 
operation in the development of 
Indian industry, especially 
small and cottage industries, 
under its current five-year na- 
tional economic plan, 

This was stated by Shinichi 
Takasugi, leader of a 17-mem- 
ber Japanese private industry 
mission, which left New Delhi 
Tuesday night for Calcutta. 

The phission departed after 
conducting important talks with 
the Indian authorities in New 
Delhi since Sept. 26. 

The team will meet with 
local Indian businessmen in Cal- 
cutta before heading for home 
Saturday. 

The mission is 
have reached the conclusion 
that active economic coopera- 
tion should be launched immedi- 
ately between Japan and India. 

The Indian Government is 
said to have agreed to supply 
Japan with iron ore on a long: 
range and cut-rate basis, and 
wished to import Japanese iron 
and steel goods in return. 

Takasugi said that Indian au- 
thorities were not very parti- 
cular about conditions for 
Japan’s future investment in 
the Indian industries. India 
would not necessarily demand 
the usual 51 per cent Indian 
stock ownership in Japan- 
India joint enterprises to be set 
up in India if such projects 
were of special importance to 
India. It would even pay higher 
than normal royalties tor Japa- 
nese patent rights, if necessary, 
he said.

The New York Herald Tribune 
said in a Wednesday editorial 
that “these are unhappy days 
for those who are anxious to

The editorial said the question 
of convertibility was not the 
main topic at last week’s annual 
meeting of the Boards of Govy- 
ernors of the _§ International 
Monetary Fund and thé Inter- 
national Bank ‘for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development. Rather, 
the editorial said the Governors 
were concerned with preparing 
plans to provide emergency 
loans “for countries whose cur- 
rencies are under pressure.” 

The editorial continued: “Brit- 
ain is in difficulty because con- 
tinuing speculation against the 
pound has been draining the 
sterling area’s gold and dollar 
reserves, France is beset by 
domestic inflationary forces and 
by the great burdens of North 
Africa.

There’s something funny g0- 
ing on in Karasuyama, (in 
case you don’t know your 
geography, Karasyyama is 4 
wee bittie little town’ lying on 
either side of H Ave, between 
Fuchu and Shinjuku). 


Now, a lot of these people 
drive over it every day almost, 


>but even to these. people, Kara- 


suyama didn’t mean “much ex- 
cept a place to drive through.

Since 
the whole town is only a couple 
of hundred meters long, people 
are beginning to think some- 
thing is amiss.

direction have to stop while the 
cars going. in the other, direc- 
tion go on through. 


This is a pretty good system 
and it seems to work oKay 1n 
other places, but in Karasuya- 
ma there is no one to decide 
which cars~ should stop and 
which ones should go ahead. 
So usually all the cars go ahead 
at once and pretty soon they 
meet each other and can't go 
any further. 

There are cars behind them, 
so they can’t go backwards 
either and so they honk their 
horns because they don’t know 
what else to do and pretty soon 
a whole lot of cars and trucks 
and buses and things all line 
up behind them and they honk 
their horns too and, taking all 
things into consideration, it 
isn’t long before it gets a bit 
noisy in the little village of Ka- 
rasuyama. You might not be- 
lieve this, but it gets so. noisy 
that the policemen can’t even 
relax in their little house there 
and talk to each other. 

I guess they can’t anyway, 
because I waited in line right 
in front of that box for half an 
hour this morning and there 
were five policemen inside and 
they certainly looked like they 
were trying to relax. Then 
this afternoon, when I went 
back and waited for another 
half hour in front of it, there 
wasn’t anyone inside. It must 
be that they just gave up try- 
ing to relax and went home. 


So, what people are thinking 
is that the chief of police in 
Karasuyama doesn’t take verv 
good care of his men. They 
wonder why he doesn’t move 
the police box back off the main 
street so the fellows can sit 
around in comfort. )

Laborer’s Wage System 
To the Editor; 

The problem of the laborers’ 
minimum wage system (salary 
upwards of ¥8,000 monthly) 
has again come to the fore with 
strong demands by the General 
Council of Japanese Labor Uni- 
ons. The Government is deli- 
berating to legalize the matter. 
Sinte our economy is heading 
for prosperity, this trend is de- 
lightful and matter-of-course. 

It is no exaggeration to say 
that the Japanese workers, es- 
pecially the ones in medium and 
small enterprises, have been 
made victims of Japan’s econom- 
ic reconstruction and_ stabili- 
zation these postwar 11 years. 
S90 I earnestly hope that the new 
Wage system will be established 
in the earliest future, 

But I would like to-say a 
couple of things to be taken 
into consideration before its en- 
forcement. First, the authorities 
concerned have to take adequate 
measures in order that the over- 
all raise of low income bracket 
may result in no elevation of 
commodity prices. If the new 
wage system brings forth any 
inflationary effect, the increased 
salary will:virtually mean noth- 
ing but decreased income and 
deteriorated life, 

Secondly the wages in this 
system should be flexible and 
changeable in accordance with 
progress of the economic situa- 
tion. If it is fixed firmly, the 
pay may not be easily improved 
thereafter in small factories. To 
put it extremely, a _ laborer 
whose wages have just been 
hiked to ¥8,000 a month under 
enactment of the expected law 
will permanently be unable to 
earn more, I fear that the min- 
imum wage system will turn 


out the maximu one in the 
end.

The Eisenhower Aura 


DES MOINES, Iowa—Those 
Democrats who are already be- 
ginning to count unhatched 
chickens—and there are, a lot of 
them—ought to have followed 


Dwight D. Eisenhower around | 


during the hours he spent here, 
the day before Adlai Steven- 
son’s appearance. The experi- 
ence might have proved a rude 
shock to their complacency, 

In a brief speech at the air- 
port, Eisenhower remarked that 
the crowds that lined the streets 
to see him and Mrs. Eisenhower 
were “a turn-out such as we've 
never seen before.” Veteran re- 
porters agreed with him. But 
the vast, good-humored crowds 
which lined the streets were 
only part of the story, 

A more important part was 
the Eisenhower aura, the effect 
he has on people. It is a very 
special sort of aura, exclusively 
his own, Unlike Franklin 
Roosevelt or other great politi- 
cians, he inspires no fanatical 
admiration, deeply emotional 
hero-worship. He inspires, in- 
stead genuine personal affection. 
Above all, he cheers people up. 

You only had to look at .peo- 
had passed 
by to see that this is so. They 
looked as though they had had 
a good tonic. They looked 
cheerful, amused, and ha py. 
They were almost all smiling. 

It is interesting to watch 
Eisenhower closely, as he passes 
through a crowd, and try to 
analyze the special quality of 
the aura. The smile is part of 
it, of course. But a kind of shy- 
seeming earnestness is another 
part. And still another is a sort 
of “aw shucks” manner, as 
though to say, “I don’t know 
what you people are making, 
such a fuss about me for.” 

At the national plowing match 
which was the President’s most 
important port of call, a row of 
children had been lined up to 
meet him, They were nervous, 
standing awkwardly at atten- 
tion in the way that children 
have on such occasions, But the 
President talked to them sgeri- 
ously, without condescension, in 
the manner oc a man who really 
likes children, and ‘they were 
immediately smiling and at 
their ease. 

. . . 

At the livestock show, when 
he asked about such matters as 
the average number of piglets 
per litter, he sounded genuinely 
interested in the answer— 
which, like any other amateur 
farmer, he n> doubt was. And 


in the two brief speeches he’ 


made—one at the plowing 
match and the other at the air- 
port—he displayed conspicuous- 
ly his great asset as a public 
speaker, the ability to seem to 
mean what he says. 

What he said was certainly 


not very original, and not even 
very interesting. Another poli- 
tician who talked, as the Presi- 
dent did at the plowing match, 
of “the plow as the symbol of 
peace,” might well have sound- 
ed like a vote-grubbing hypo- 
crite. But the President sound- 
ed as though he were deeply 
dedicatede both to peace and to 
the plow. Another politician 
who talked, as the President did 
at the airport, about how he 
always “thought first about the 
interests’ of all 168 million 
Americans,” might have aroused 
cynical snickers. But the Presi- 
dent aroused, instead, to judge 
from the reaction of the enor- 


mous crowd, sympathy and be- 


lief. 

No one who saw him in ac- 
tion here, in short, could doubt 
for a moment that the Bisen- 
hower aura is far and away the 
Republicans’ greatest asset. It 
remains to be seen, of course, 
to what extent that almost un- 
yersal liking for the man will 
be transplanted into votes. This 
reporter had a chat with a 
master-plowman who had just 
been congratulated by the Pres- 
ident for his prowess. 


“He's a fine man, a great 
man,” said the master-plow- 
man, still a bit starry-eyed. 
“Then you're going to vote for 
him?” he was asked. “Well, 
uh, no, I guess not,” the mas- 
ter-plowman replied. 

° ‘. . | 

No doubt there are others like 
the master-plowman. But sure- 
ly there are many more whose 
“I like Ike” is translated in 
thei> minds into “I'll vote for 
Ike.” That raises the question 
of how the Eisenhower aura, as 
the central Republican asset, is 
to be exploited. The question is 
particularly important since the 
President’s two illnesses, Many 
in the huge crowds that turned 
out here must have come to see 
for themselves how the Presi- 
dent looks. He looks well. In- 
deed, part of the Eisenhower 
aura is a certain ruddy vigor, 
fa> more apparent in person 
than on the television screen. 

Thus there will surely be 
heavy pressure on -the President 
to repeat his triumph here in 
Iowa—for his day here was in- 
deed a personal triumph. The 
pressure will come, of course, 
from Republican politicians who 
want to benefit from the aura, 
but it may come also from with- 
in the President himself. For 
he very much wants to win. 
And the pressure will mount 


if the indications increase—as 
they have been here, where 
polls show Adlai Stevenson 


steadily closing the ‘gap—that 
his winning is no sure thing.

Report From Vietnam

WASHINGTON — When the 
Communists entrenched them- 
selves in North Vietnam down 
to the 17th parallel, a familiar 
movement began, It was a 
movement of the kind that had 
already taken place in the 
Soviet Union, in satellite East 
Europe, in China and in Korea. 
It was a movement of people 
who wanted freedom, wanted 
it so much that they were 
willing to give up their homes 
and in many cases all their 
possessions in order to escape 
tfom Communist rule, 


And now in Vietnam this 
familiar occurrence repeated it- 
self from August of 1954 to 
November, 1955, Thousands 
upon thousands of refugees 
crossed the parallel into rece 
tion centers prepared for thein 
in free Vietnam. And there 
were other refugees—families 
who had lost their security, 
and their homes in free Viet- 
nam itself because of (Com- 
munist infiltration. 


Just what are the problems? 
What to do with this flood of 
refugees, most of them living 
from hand to mouth. The 
answer came on Dec, 30, 1955, 
when the Vietnamese Govern- 
ment invited 100,000 refugees to 
settle permanently in the Kay- 
son area in southwest Vietnam. 
107,000 hectares of wastelands 
abandoned previously because 
of roving Communist bands 
were thrown open to them. 


The government offered three 
hectares of land to each refugee 
family who would join the pro- 
ject. Requests Swamped. the 
government officés. In less than 
a week after the £Zovernment an- 
nouncement, nearly 43,000 ref. 
ugees from the north alone vol- 
unteered for resettlement. 

The first to come in January 
of this year were 600 men the 
strongest male members of 
families volunteering to go to 
Kayson. Their duty was to 
select the plot of land allotted 
to their families and prepare 
it for planting, . 238 

Each family was al] 
hectares of land, oh ont aoe 
son a small daily sum of cash 
to tide them over until] 
= harvest could be 
n. To break the 
plants, tractors were ona 
and these were provided by the 
United States Technical Assis. 
ance mission which also trained 
100 Vietnamese as tractor dri- 
vers and as maintenance men to 
operate such equipment. 

After the Kayson fround has 
been entirely broken, these 
tractors will be used in other 
areas in which resettlement js 
planned. As soon as possible, 
buffalos will be procured for 
Kayson settlers on easy credit 
So that for future crops they

can cultivate the land as they 
have always done, 


But there has been far more 
involved at Kayson than simply 
the mechanics of getting in the 
harvest, for this was empty and 
abandoned land. Homes had to 
be built and canals for both 
irrigation and communieation 
dug. For such work the gov- 
ernment supplied money and 
the refugees supplied the work. 


Gradually Kayson took shape 
out of the grassy plains. y 
now the planned 17 canals have 
been dug, and nearly 7,000 
homes have been built along the 
canal’s banks. In the fields an 
area of 14,000 hectares have 
been ploughed by American 
tractors and the refugees them- 
selves have cleared another 1,000 
hectares with their own hands. 

A third of this area has al- 
ready been sown. The goal for 
Kayson is to produce twice as 
much rice as its people need 
for their own consumption, The 
rest will be marketed. 


In the meantime, around. the 
periphery of Kayson such things 
as ricemills and bakeries have 
been built by outsiders to sup- 
ply the needs of the refugees. 
But despite all the work of the 
Vietnamese w«Overnment and all 
the aid furnished by the Amer- 
icans, the success or failure of 
the project rests ultimately on 
the new settlers themselves. 
They are the best guarantee 
that the undoubted success of 
the current Kayson project will 
be carried into the future. (Via

Essen- 
tially a rather lavish house- 
organ it contains material not 
only on Japanese films and the 
industry itself but also on for- 
eign films distributed in Japan 
and on foreign distributors, 


For anyone interested in 
Japanese film, commercially, ar- 
tistically or any other way, the 
annual remains the authoritive 
book on the subject. Besides 
containing a vast amount of 
material on the different Japa- 
nese studios, on the stars, 
directors and producers, it aiso 
contains lists of all the prize- 
winning films, descriptions of 
all the major theaters in Japan, 
a complete “Who’s Who” of the 
industry, a special section 
devoted to educational films, a 
partial history of Japanese 
films from the end of the war, 
and a listing of all movies 
made in Japan during the 1955- 
1956 period, 


Due possibly to the exigen- 
cies of publishing, this last sec- 
tion includes films only from 
the January 1955-June 1956, 
period, Too, in the listing of 
newspapers and magazines de- 
voted in whole or part to films 
there are quite a few left out, 
but all the important ones’ are 
there. 


Of particular interest is the 
“Theaters and Revenues” section 
which gives a breakdown on the 
biggest foreign money-makers. 
That “Gone With the Wind” is 
the biggest hox-office breaker 
of the decade*will surprise no 
one, but-some will be surprised 
to see how nearly “The Living 
Desert” has come to breaking 
the record set by “Roman Holi- 
day.”

Japanese 
film is only 20 to 30 per cent 
of the average amount spent 
for a European movie, and 
that the average amount 
spent on a Japanese film is only 
eight per cent of that spent on 
an American picture, 


The most expensive Japanese 
film made during the last de- 
cade, Kurosawa’s “Shichinin 
no Samurai” which was almost 
a year in the making, cost only 
a third of the $900,000 which is 
said to be the average: cost for 
an American film, 


Like the above, most of the 
“material in the book may be 
used to gain a true uwnderstand- 
ing of the Japanese film as it 
is, and this being so, it is too 
bad that the annual is so ex- 
tremely difficult for the layman 
to get hold of. It is given away 
rather than sold and, under- 
standablv, everyone wants to 
have a copy. If the publishers

Britain’s Part in a Customs Union

LONDON—At the end of the 
Anglo-French communique is- 
sued on Sir Anthony Eden's 
visit to Paris last week, there 
was a brief reference to a new 
approach toward the problem 
cf European integration. The 
sentence itself was couched in 
the usual rather dry style of 
such documents; certainly there 
was nothing about it which 
would have suggested to the 


ordinary reader that it was 
charged with any major 
significance, 


But in fact it is one more 
sign, there have been several 
recently, of a rather important 
new trend in British Govern- 
ment thinking about this ques- 
tion of its relationship with 
Western Europe. There has 
been no officially established 
change of policy yet: the signi- 
ficant thing that has happened 
so far is that British ministers 
are beginning to think serious- 
ly about possibilities which 
have for years been effectively 
excluded from the realm of 
practical politics in this coun- 
try. 


The concrete issue which has 
certainly come to the fore- 
ground is that Britain may join 
a concerted move, which has 
been in preparation for some 
time, to create a free trade area 
covering the whole of Western 
Europe. During the past week 
a committee of experts has 
started work in Paris on the 
practical details of this scheme. 
It is to be presented to the gov- 
ernment before the end of the 
year, 

Meanwhile, in Washington, 
where there has been a meet- 
ing of the Commonwealth 
Finance Ministers after the an- 
nual sitting of the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund, members of 
the British Cabinet have been 
sounding out of the views of 
their colleagues on this issue, 
So fa¥ as can be judged the 
case for a change in British 
policy is being pressed on 
severely practical grounds. 

The starting point is that six 
nations in Western Europe— 
France, Germany, Italy, Belgi- 
um, Holland and Luxemburg 
—decided a little over a year 
ago to go ahead with the crea- 
tion of a customs union. They 
have now worked out a plan 
of reducing their tariffs against 
one another\in successive stages 
by fixed amounts, aiming at
